LONDON, July 13. 

By the Dutch Eaft-India Company's Ships arriv'd im 
the Texel from Batavia, &c. there came Adviee, That 
the Chinefe who trade to that Country had form’d a 
Confpiracy to maflacre all the Inhabitants of Batavia, 
and to make themielves Matters of the Ifland of Java ; 
but that the Plot was difcover’d juit as it was going to be 
put in Execution. Among others, they bing the fol- 
lowing Particulars. 

¢ The Wretches, reckoning thofe both in the Town 
‘ and the Country, were to the Number of about g¢ 
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‘ Country, and committed great Diford rv in atin 
‘ length a Detachment of 800 Men was lege 
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time their Accomplices had furnifhed themfelves with 
Wooden Cannon and Ammunition, and they had made 
Mines. This being difcover'd by five of thofe Mif- 
creants, the Guards were doubled. : 

« On the 8th of Oftober lait we heard that one of the 
advanc’s rolts was attack’d by the Chinefe, who de- 
firoy’d every thing they came to with Fire and Sword ; 
whereupon the Government of Batavia immediately 
forbad the Chinefe who dwelt in the Town to ftir out 
of Doors, or to burn any ~% in the Night-time, on 
pain of being put to Death. About feven o’Clock 
the Rebels fe: Fire to the Suburbs without the Gate of 
Usrecht, to draw our Men thither, and to give time to 
their Accomplices to a& in the Town ; but they were 
difappointed in their Hopes, and the Gentlemen of 
the Regency undertook the Guard of the Gates them- 
felves. 

* Atnineo’Clock 40 or 50000 of the Rebels advanc’d 
with horrid Shouts, to give the Signal to thofe that 
were in the Town ; but the latter, fuch were the pru- 
dent Orders given every-where, durft not ftir : In the 
mean time, thofe without committed great Diforders 
in the Country, but they retird next Day, and then 
all the Chinefe that were in Town, except the Wo- 
men and Children, were order’d to be put to the 
Sword ; which was executed accordingly. 

* On the oth, about two in the Morning, the whole 
City was in Flames, the Chinefe, alarm’d at the Fate 
they were to fuffer, having {et Fire to their Houfes ; 
fo that a great Part of Batavia is-reduc'd to Afhes. 

‘ They hoped in a fhort time to extirpate the reft of 
the Rebels, who are retir'd farther into the Country : 
Anda Reward of sooo Rixdollars is promis'd, for 
whoever fhal! deliver up either of their wo Ringleaders 
alive, and 1000 to whofoever fhall killthem. Buta 
General Amnetty is publith’d for all the other Chinefe 
who fhall fubmit themfelves before the z2:d of Novem- 
ber, according to which feveral Hundred were already 
come to Batavia. 

¢ The Dutch during all thefe Troubles loft little more 
than a hundred Men.’ 

On the 2d inft. O.S. there was a great Ball at Heren- 
haufen, which was open’d by his Britannick Mayefly 
and the Prince(s of Orange. 

The Preliminary Convention for Trade and Naviga- 
tion between France and Sweden, ftipulates in the third 
Anricle, That the French hall enjoy in the Town, Port, 
and Territory of Wifmar, g Privilege exclufive of all 
Other Nations, of paying only three-fourths per Cent. 
Duty ad Valorem, for the Merehandice and Effeéts which 
they fhall import there on their own Bottoms. This 
Convention was fign'd at Verfailles the 25th of April 
latt by M. Amelot and M. Teflin, and was ratify'd 
there the 22d of May by the King. 

Letters of the 16th ult. from Lisbon fay, that they 
have put on board five Men of War there for Goa, 
¢4400 Muskets, gz000 Granados, 130020 Quintals 
of Gunpowder, 4000 Swords, 70 Pieces of Cannon, 
and 162 Chefts of Cloaths for the Soldiers ; with which 
Succour they don't doubt but to enable the Portuguete 
to drive the Indians quite out of that Ifland.. ‘There 
has been an Auto de Fe at Lisbon, at which near forty 
Perfons were condemn’d to Punifhments of various 
Kinds. 

The Jennett, Crookenden, the Haflemere, Walker, 
the Elizabeth, Duce, and the Fanny Newton, are ar- 
rived off of Shoreham from Barbados. They came out 
the 24th of May in Company with the Cumberland, 
Rithop, and the Edinburgh, Blizard, with whom they 
parted the Day after they came out, but believe they 
were going for Antigua, to join the Anglefea, the Sal- 
tath, and Locftaf® Men of War, who were to fail from 
thénce about the cth of June for England. 

The Stubbington, Maugier, from Leghorn and St. 
Remo, was well the goth init. about eight Leagues to 
the N. N. W. of Pordand, and had been out twenty- 
three Days. 

Oa Friday laft the Corpfe of Francis Hill, Efq; who 
was interred in Chelfea Church on the roth of June 
lait, was taken up in order for the Coroner’s Inquett to 
fit upon it, it being fuggeited that he died not a natural 
Death.

They took from the Wag- 
goner upwards of feven Pounds, and he making a ftout 
Refiitance, they fabd'd him in three feveral Places in 
the Back, each being above two Inches deep ; they 
likewile cut the Sinews of his Neck, infomuch that his 

Head lay upon his Shoulder, after which the Villains 
made off, but tome Higglers foon after paiiing by, he 
was mken up and carried to Finchley, but his Life is 
delpaiied of.
